propole to your. Inquiry and Consideration, whe- 
ther we may not agreeable to Scripture-Prophe- 
cy and Prornifes expedd that God will yet raile up 
onto his People a mighty Friend, who fhall be 
attended with proper Evidences of his being a 
public Perfon ; or of his being extraordinarily 
railed up, called and fent of God, to he through

There was then a 
Remnant laved ; but for the other in general 
Bl.indnefs befell them, and fhould continue up- 
on them till the Fulnefs of the Gentiles fhould 
be come in. After which. Time (as he feems 
to tell us) the Deliverer fpoken of JJa. lix. 20. 
(liould come out of Zion, viz. the Gentile Church, 
and turn away Ungodlineis from Jacob, 

The whole Earth, as the Defccndants of A-

dam, and afterwards of Noah, were doubtlefs 
cared for by God as his People ; and after this, 
the Jews, or the Seed of Jacob, had a Time of 
Grace or Favour with God, in DilTin&ion from 
the Reft of the World. Now it feems by this 
i.i ,n Chapter to the Romans , that the Gentiles 
fhould have a Time of Favour with God, as it

were in a Manner peculiar to themfelvcs ; the' 
Jews being for the Generality of them, or as a 
People, caffc off ; and that at the Clofe of this 
Time of the Gentile Church as fuch, the Deli- 
verer fpoken of fhould appear, and bring into 
the Church oiChrijl the Out-cafts of Jfrael, and 
the difperfed of Judah, and with them great 
Multitudes of the Heathen Nations that vet fit

in Darknefs and know not the Way of Peace. 

To go on, mayn’t this- lame Pcrfon that is fpo- 
ken of as a Deliverer, be prophecied of as the 
Rod of Chrijl' s Strength, whom God promiles 

to 
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to fend out of Zion, Pf. cx. a. And docs not 
the Pfalmifi apply himfeif to a third Perfon un- 
der tliisCh a raster, \\?.. the Rod of Chrift's Strength ? 
faying. Rule thou in the Midjl of thine Enemies, 

‘ Thy People Jhali be willing in the Day of thy 
Power ; in the . Beauties of Holinefs from the 
Wo tub of the Morning thou haft the Due of thy 
Youth. The. Lord hath f worn and will not repent , • 
thou art a Pricji forever after the Order of Mel- 
chifedcck . If we fuppofe that Chrift is here es- 
pecially Spoken to, we mu ft conceive that God 
the Father is Spoken of in the three following' 
Verfcs, and allow that he is reprefented as 
drinking of the Brook in the Way. If Chrifl is 
Spoken to in the three daft Veri'es, it feems to 
lead us to conceive.of the Father as Spoken to in 
2^ 3 d , and 4' h VerSes, Rule thou, Sec. Nor do 
I See’ at preSent that we can make the Pfalmifi 
underhand himfeif, to Speak confidently, and 
agreeable to the Dodtrine of the Scriptures con-- 
ccr’ning the Father and the Son, unlefs we fup- 
pofe him to Speak of, and unto a third Perfon in 
the 2 d Verfe, under the Character of the Rod of 
Chrifl' s Strength. Poffibly he may be here pro- 
phecied of, that is Spoken of as reigning, Rev. xi. 
1 5. The feventh Angel founded ,, and there were 
great Voices in Heaven, faying ,. the Kingdoms of 
this World, arc become the Kingdoms of our Lord 
and of his Chrift , and he /kali reign forever and 
ever'. I conceive the Exprcfficn his Chrifl does 
not mean Chrift’s being provided by the Lord 
fpoken of ; but his being owned and improved 

and 
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and trufted !n by him, as the Mediator between 
God and Man, and as his Saviour in a litteral 
and proper Senfe. 

And methinks the Stile or Language here 
agreeswcli with the 2 J arid 3 d Verfes of the 1 io ,h 
' Pfalm. And why mayn’t we underhand the Y, 
Pfal. as pointing out to us the appearing and Go- 
vernment of fome remarkable Perfon as King 
upon God’s holy Hill of Zion ; who in his Day 
fliall afk of Chrifl the Heathen for his Inheri- 
tance, See. and (hall (as the Exprefhon is) break 
them with a Rod of Iron, (that is, the implaca- 
ble Enemies of Cbrijl) and dalh them in Pieces 
like a Potter’s VefTel ? Doubtlefs it is 'Chrifl that 
. there fays, Yet have I fet my King upon my holy 
Hill of Zion. And it feems to be he that lays, 
thou / halt break them -with a Rod of Iron, &c. 
And the Circuniftances of the Time here refer’d 
to, feem to corrcfpond with the Prophecy in 
Pfaim no. and with the Hiftory, Rev. xi. 15. 
And mayn't the Lord in this Place be fpoken o£ 
by the Apoftle, Iheff. ii. 2, 8. Whom (that is the 
Man of Sin) the Lord j, hill confume ’with the Spirit 
of his Mouth , and deflroy with the Bright nefs' of 
his Coming. But farther, mayn’t this that I have 
been fpeaking of, have fome Countenance and 
Support, from Rev. ii. 26, 27. He that over- 
cometh and keepeth my Words unto the End, to him 
will I give Power over the Nations ; and he fall 
rule them with a Rod of Iron ; as the Veffels of a 
Potter fall they be broken to Shivers, even as 1 
received of my Father. Chrifl: Ipeaks in this 

D Place ; 
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Place j and certainly 'tis a Promife that can’t he, 
applied to true Chriftians in general. And mayn't 
v/e think that the Overcomer in this Place, is the, 
fame with the Man-Child brought forth, Rev, xii. 
5. who, "tis fu'd, was to rule all Nations with, a 
Rod of Iron ; and efpecially fince ’tis added con- 
cerning this Child, that he was caught up to God 
and to his ‘ Throne . For being Perfonally and vi- 
sibly King upon Cbriji's holy Hill of Zion , or 
dwelling upon the Earth, ana ruling* all Nations ; 
and being caught up unto God, and to his Throne, 
in a proper or kind of litters! Senfe, may fee nr 
a Contradiction } ytt pofiibiy they may be re- 
conciled by the moft natural and eafy Conftruc- 
tion of the Words. 

I fuppofe that Jcfits the Son of Mary, might 
properly be faid refpedting the divine Nature by 
the fecond Perfon in the facrcd Trinity refiding 
in him,' to he caught up to God while he was on 
tire Earth j and ev.en to his Throne ; as inRcfpedt 
to his Divinity, he had right to the higheft Ho- 
nour j and as Mediator, being entitled by virtue 
of his Humiliation, Obedience and Sufferings, 
to divine Homage and fovereign Dominion. ’Tis 
at lead pofiiblc that a Branch in Ckrijl the true 
Vine, may be prepared in the Adminiftration of 
the Divine Being (whcfeWays of Wifdom, Grace 
and Power infinitely exceed our higheft Tho’ts) 
for a Place with Ohrid on his Thfone, as Chrijl 
having overcome, is let down with his Father on 
liis Throne, Rev. iii. 2 r. To him that over- 
come! b will I gran! to ft with me in my Throne , 

even 
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even as I alfo overcame and am fet down ■ with my 
Father on his ‘ Throne . Ver. 1 2. Him that over- 
cometh will I make a Pillar in the Temple of my 
God ', and he fall go no more cut : And I will 
write upon him the Name of my God, and the Name 
of the City of my God , which is Neiv-Jerufalem, 
which cometh down out of Heaven from my God : 
And I will write upon him my new Name. 

And may not the Overcomer here fpoken oij 
be the Firft-born among many Brethren in Rom. 
viii. 29. Whom he did foreknow he alfo did pre- 
dominate to be conformed to the Image of his Son, 
that he might be the Firft-born among many Bre- 
thren. And may not the Firft-born here, be the 
fame that is fpoken of under the Character or 
Denomination of David in the 8 9' 4 Pfalm , of 
whom God fays, 1 will make him my Firft-born , 
higher than the Kings of the Earth ? And mayn’t 
this fame Perfon be prophccied of, Zcch, vi. 12, 
13. Behold the Man whofe Name is the Branch, 
and he (hall grow up o\it of. his Place, and befall 
build the Temple of the Lord : even he fall build 
the Temple of the Lord , and he fall bear the Glo- 
ry, and fall fit and rule upon his Throne , and he 
f all be a Prieft upon his 'throne, and (he Counfel 
of Peace fall be between them both.-— The Word 
both, may poftibly relate to two Perlons, viz. 
the Lord fefus Chrift, and the Comforter the 
Holy Ghoft. And ftiould the Holy Ghoft, the 
third Perfon in the adorable Trinity, as fuch,

of Days, feen»s to be included as one of the Saints 
of the Moft High; or elfe to be fpoken of as the 
Moft High in the 22* Verfc. And if he be fpo- 
ken of as the Moft High, it agrees with fomc 
other Scripture-Pnffagcs concerning the Perfon 
that 1 have been all along fpeaking of, as that 
he is made like to the Son of God, and is caught up 
to God and to his ‘Throne, and is made higher than 
the Kings of the Earth , See. Nor do I think 
that the Lord JeJ'us Chrifl is fpoken of, as he 
that came with the Clouds oj Heaven to the anci- 
ent of Days ; but I imagine Chrifl himfclf is fpo- 
ken of as the ancient of Days, bccaufe the anci- 
ent of Days is roprefented as on a Throne of 
judgment ; and in thofe Days, that is thefc lat- 
ter Days, which the Vifion has Refpcft unto, 
God has committed all Judgment unto the Son. 
Though in this Vifion, and at the Time referr’d 
to, it may be that the Lord Jefus Chrifl is about 
to admioiftcr Juflice only by his Spirit, as taber- 
nacling in Flefli in the Way of his wonder- 
working Providence. 

And now who can fry that the coming of 
the Comforter in this Manner is not foictold by 
our Saviour, where he fpcaks of the coming of 
the Son of Man in the ?.4.' h Chapter of Matthew, 
in the 13"’ of Mark, and in the 21“ of Luke ? 
Matt. xxiv. 30. Then fall appear the Sign of 
the Son of Man in Heaven : and then fall all 
the Tribes of the Earth mourn, and they fall fee 

Heaven 
with 


the Son of Man comtng in the Cioiuls of 
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with Power and great Glory. Mark xiii. 26. 
Then flail they fee the Son of Man coming in the 
Clouds with great Power and Glory. Luke xxi. 
27. Then flail they fee the Son of Man coming in 
a Cloud with Power and great Glory . 

And now we may obferve that our Lord, be 
fore he fpeaks here in Luke of the coming of. the 
Son of Man, or of the fpeciaPSigns of his- Com- 
ing, fays, as in the 24P Verfe, that jerufllem 
flail be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the 
“limes of the Gentiles he fulfilled. And having 
fpoken of the Signs of the Coming of the Son of 
Man, he fays, Verfe 28 Ih , When thefe things be- 
gin to come to pafs , then look up • and lift up your 
Heads , for your Redemption drawelh nigh. An 
Expreffion I think importing better Times for 
’ Chrijl upon the Earth. Efpeci

ally confulcring that he juft before tells us ambng 

the Signs of the Son of Man’s Coming, of the

ing them for Fear, and for looking after thoffc 
Things that are coming upon the Earth j for the 
Power s of Heaven ftiall be fhaSten. And after- 
Wards he fays, when ye fee thefe things come to pafs, 
knew ye that the Kingdom of God is nigh at Hand. 
Perhaps the Kingdom the Apoftlc means when 
he fpeaks of a Kingdom that cannot be moved. 
And Vet. 3 y. he tells us, that this Day fl.all come 
as a Snare upon all them that: dwell upon the pace 
'of the whole Earth. Arr ''Expreffion by which 
'tis plain, I think, that our Saviour is here fpeak- 
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jog of a Time long after the Deftru&ion of the 
yewiJJj State. And tho’ be fpeaks of the, great 
importance of our being found able to Hand be- 
fore the Son of Man, yet it may be that he is 
not (peaking of his own Pcrfonal appearing as 
the Judge of the World ; but of the Beginning 
of a more glorious State of the Church on Earth. 
Our Saviour in Matt. xxiv. 3 1. fpeaking of the 
Son of Man as come, or as coming in the Clouds 
of Heaven, fays, he (ha): fend his Angels with a 
great Sound of a Trumpet, and they t hall gather 
together his Elet't from the four Winds, from one 
End of Heaven to the other. And in Mark xiii. 
27, —then /hall he fend his Angels, and Jh ail ga- 
ther together his E/cdl from the four Winds, from 
the utlcnnojl Part of the Earth, to the niter mo jl 
Part of Heaven. Now taking the Son of Man 
to be (not Chriji himfclf, but) one bearing the 
Character of the Son of Man, and in a diftin- 
guifhingManncr and Degree made like l oCbrifl, 
I ain apt to think the Angels fpuken of mean the 
faithful Minifters of Chriji j not in general ; but 
particular feledl Perfons, whom the Son of Man 
at his Coming (hall find to have exceeded others 
in Love to Chriji and Souls, in Labours for Chriji, 
and in Patience under Sufferings in his Caufe, 
and for his Sake and the like. And that thefe 
under extraordinary Power, and as attended with 
the fpecinl Prefcncaof Chriji by his Spi;it, (lir.ll 
he fent forth in like Manner as the A potties of 
old, to gather into the Field of Ckrifl (now un- 
der the immediate Care of the Comforter as Per- 

fonally 
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tonally prcfcnt) both Jews and Gentries all over 
the World, who appear to be in a Capacity to 
have the Gofpel preached unto them > and if this 
fhould be the Cafe, I doubt not the Jews will 
be of a Spirit and Temper prompting them to fay, 
Blejfed is he that cometh in the Name of the Lord. 
The Signs of the coming of the Son of Man, in 
the prefent Cafe, are mentioned in much the 
fame Manner by Matthew and Mark. The Sun 
Hull be darkned, and the Moon fhall not give 
her Light, and the Stars of Heaven fnall fall, 
and the Powers that are in Heaven fhall he fb a- 
kcn. Luke fays, there fhall be Signs in the Sun 
and in the Moon, and in the Stars ; and upon 
the Earth diftrefs of Nations, with Perplexity, 
the Sea and the Waves roaring •> Men’s Hearts 
failing them for Fear, and for looking after thofe 
Things which arc coming upon the Earth : for 
the Powers of Heaven fhall be fh’aken. 

If we could find the Signs in the Sun, -and in 
the Moon, and in the Stars ; particularly the? 
Sun darkned, the Moon witholding her Light, 
and the Stars of Heaven fallen, we fhould be 
ready perhaps to think the Coming of the Son 
of Man juft at Hand : For upon the Earth is 
Diftrefs of Nations, with Perplexity, the Sea and 
the Waves roaring y and doubtlcfs in many Pla- 
ces, Men’s H 

looking after 
the Ear tli. 

And if by the Powers of Heaven we may un- 

derftand, the Orders and Ordinances of Chrijl in 

his 


:art$ failing them tor rear, and tor 
thofe Things that arc coming upon 



never more (ha-

ken, fince they came out of Mgyptian~'DMa.nz i ri t 
from under the Power of Papacy, than within 
thefe few Years: But as to the Signs refpedting 
the Sun, the Moon, and the Stars, we can ne- 
ver judge whether thofe Signs are upon us or 
not, tilL wc know what we are to underftand by 
the Sun Moon and Stars. 

I make no doubt the Sun Moon and Stars, 
(fo called in this Place) have their Denominati- 
on from the Relation that they ftand in unto, 
and from the Influence which they have had, 
and which they (hall have upon the Church of 
God for its Benefit. And though poffibly at this 
Day (according to what followed upon the 0 - 
pening of the fixth Seal, Rev. vi. iz, 23.) the 
Sun may become black as Sackcloth of Hair, and 
the Moon become as Blood, and the Stars of 
Heaven fallen to the Earth ; or though it may 
be as upon the Sounding of the fourth Angel, 
Rev. viii. 1 a. via. ‘The third Part of the Suit 
f mitten, and the third Part of the Moon and the 
third Part of the Stars, fo as the third Part of 
them be darkned and the Day Jhtne not for a third 
Part of if, and the Night likcwife ; I fay, tho' 
it may be thus at this Day with the Sim Moon 
and Stars, yet the Day may be at Hand, whets 
the Light of the. fame Moon fhail be as the 
Light of the Sun, and the Light of the Sun fe~ 
vcn-f'old, even as the Light of fever. Days ; arid 
thofe very Stars that are fmitten andLallen, may 
m a little while fhine as the Brightncfs of dig 

E Firmament 
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his Church* perhaps they were 
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•Firmament,, ana as the Stars forever and ever : 
For I make no doubt thefe Signs in the Sun, and 
in the Moon, and in the Stars, will be in divine 
Providence as it were a Prologue to that Eflatc 
of the Church here on the. Earth, wherein it 
will anfwer to the Defcription of a Woman in 
Rev. xii. I. clothed with the Sun, and the. Moon 
tinder her Feet , and upon her Head a Crown of 
twelve Stars ; nor can this be thought more 
. Grange, than what is declared concerning the 
two Witnefles, viz. that being killed by the 
Bead:, the Spirit of Life from God ihould enter 
into them, and that they flioufld afcend up to 
, Heaven in a Cloud. 

Poflibly the killing of the Witnefles, and the 
Sign? o i the Son of Man’s coming, may be very 
near one and the fame Time ; though I am 
perfwaded the Signs fpoken of may be, and the 
Witnefles killed according to the Prophecy, and 
yet the Church of God in general, both Minif- 
ters and People, .without the lenfl: Apprehenfion 
or Jeaiouly hereof ; yea, the Spirit of Life from 
God may enter into the Witnefles, and they, may 
ftand upon their Feet, or be fo circumftanced- 
as that Surprize may attend the Beholders, while 
all around will fcarcc think of any Prophecy re- 
lating to them, or fulfilled in them. And p.ofli- 
bly Great-Britain may find the great City, fpi- 
ritually called Sodom and /Egypt, nearer home, 
than fhe is aware of. :'And perhaps in the. purer 
Parts thereof (in the Imagination of the Inhabi- 
tants) the Beaft has found Inllruments fit for his 
’ - Ufe 
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Ufe or Pnrpofe* when engaged m killing the 
Lord’s WitnefFes. ' And now. 

My Brethren,* 

How happy fhould we be even at prefent, 
could we aflure ou rfelves that we are ready for 
whatever may befall us under the government 
of a wife and gracious God ! then we might 
meet the Son of Man, though he fhould come 
.ever fo fuddenly, with Comfort ■, yea with raifed
